Report of Superviso: Muallett—Cuse 
tom Houses and other Public 
Buildings. 

(A lengthy report from Supervising 
Architect Mullet shows the progress 
of work upon the public buildings of 
he country, from which we extract 
he following concerning the govern- 
ment house at this place.—Eprror 
NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov.  30.—Work 
aas been commenced upon the public 
buildings at Raleigh. It has, how- 
ever, been found extremely difficult 
to procure either material or labor at 
reasonable rates, and asa cohsequence 
very little progress has been made. 
Negotiations are, however, in pro- 

gress that warrant the belief that 
these difliculties will be overeome 
and that good progress will be made 
during the coming season. The buil- 
ding will be 116 feet by 68 feet, three 
stories in height and will be construe- 
ted of pressed brick with stone trim- 
mings, 

Mr. Mullett thinks the eight 
hour system alike injurious to the 
laborer and the government, and 
ouly beneficial to perambulating agi- 
tators and claim avents. 

Report of the Secretary of the Navy. 
WASIINGTON, Nov. 50th.—The 

Secretary of the Navy in his report 
vivesa general detail of the condition 
of the naval service, and concludes 
with a concise statement of the re- 
cent activity of his department and 
its ability to cope with a foreign ad- 
versary.

THE VILLE DU HAVRE SUNK. 
Two Hundred and Twenty Persons 
Rescued. 

LONDON, Dee. 1.--The steamship 
Ville Du Havre from Naw York for 
Havre sunk. Two hundred persons 
lost. The ship Trimoultain from 
New York arrived at Cardiff at an 
early hour this morning, bringing 
intelligence of a dreadful disaster to 
steamship Ville Du Havre which left 
New York, Nov. 15th, for Havre, un- 
der command of Capt. Surmoat. At 
two o'clock on the morning of 23rd 
Nov., the Ville Du Havre collided 
with the British ship Lacheara from 
London for New York and sunk 
shortly afterwards. Two hundred 
and twenty-six of the passengers lost 
their lives. The Trimoultain reseuced 
Cighty-seven of her passengers and 
crow and brought them to Cardiff. 
SECOND DISPATCH. 


Later dispatches from Cardiff bring 
the following additional particulars 
of the Ville Du Havre: She was 
struck amidships by the Lachcara 
and sunk in twelve minutes after the 
collision occurred. The Locheara im- 
mediately lowered three boats which 
rendered all the service it was possi- 
ble for them todo, Fifty-three of 
the crew were saved, including the 
Captain. Among the passengers res- 
cued were ten women. Among the 
passengers on the Ville Du 
were Judge Pecklam and wiie, of 
Albany, \. Y., Mrs. Edward Curtis 
and maid, Mr. RK. A. Waithouse, Jr., 
Capt. C. Hunter and wife, Miss Caro- 
line Hunter, Mr. Cranier, of Water- 
ford, Saratoga county, N. Y., Thou- 
as Hamimond and wife and three 
children, and Mrs. Mary Butler, of 
Rye, Westchester county, accom pa- 
bied by her daughter and by Miss 
Wagstaff, of Long Island.

Havre carried no steerages and had 
150 cabin passengers. The crew 
numbered about Capt. M. Sur- 
riaut, the commanderof the Vi//e du 
favre, is fleet Commodore, and has 
been in the service of the line since 
its organization.

1. That the bonds involved in the 
suit were contracts, if the State had 
authority to issue them, binding the 
State to pay the principal when 
it matnred, and to pay the interest 
semi-annually and annualiy, to lay 
a special tax for the latter purpose as 
we!lasto furnisha sinkingfund for the 
ultimate redemption of the principal. 
That the engagement to levy the tax 
annually wasas binding asthe engage- 
ment to pay the principal 
and econld no more be an- 
pulled or impiired tian tie con- 
tract itself. That a promise to lay 
atax by a municipal corporation isa 
valid promise and ean be enforced by 
the writ of matiaiius or other ap- 
propriate legal or equitable pro- 
eeediny. 

2. As to the power to enter into 
a contract Mr. Jolson said: 
a State has tle power io contract for 
any purpose relating to her itterest, 
has never beeu questioned. She 
could notexist without it. She could 
erect no public bulidiugs, no cliari- 
itabie buildings, borrow no lnoney to 
make her roads or canals to develop 
her wealth and increase her prosper- 
ity. Sheeould grant no charters of 
incorporation to eilect any object in 
which she has an interest, or which 
may be necessary to her welfare or 
good government without such a 
ower. The Supreme Court of the 

Tnited States has over ald avail re- 
coxnized the power. 

PRis was dotie and, among other 
cases, in Fletcher vs. Peck, 6th Cranch 
—in New Jersey vs. Wilson, 7th 
Cranch—and in the Dartmouth Col- 
lege case, 4th Wheaton. The vene- 
ral power, therefore, existing, the 
question here is, Whether the partic- 
ular contracts in suit are prohibited 

y the North Carolina Constitution. 

n his judgment there is no such 
prohibition. It is supposed that 
such prohibition exists in that provi- 
sion of the Constitution which de- 
elares that no new debt shall be cre- 
ated until the Bonds of the States are 
at par, and in the succeeding clause 


credit of the State. A bill was filed 
fur the purpose of compelling the 
Treasurer, by injunction, to return 
the money tothe Bank. ‘The Court, 
by unanimous decision, ordered the 
return. If that had not been done, 
the mouey would have belonged to 
the State, the Jreasurer having uo 
interest of hisown in it. The relief 
grauted, therefore, directly affected 
the State. And yet, the Court held 
that the case was not within the lth 
amendinent to the Constitution, as 
the State Was nota party on the re- 
cord, and the amendment applied 
ouly to cases in which the State isa 
party to the record. Mr. J. elaborated 
this point further, but our space wall 
not permit us to give his language. 

Upon the point that the Court ean 
award the reliefasked, Mr. J. conten- 
ded that the amount which came into 
the hands of the Treasurer by virtue 
of the special tax, at once constituted 
hum atrustee for the benefit of the 
bondholders; that neither the State 
ior the ‘Treasurer could make any 
other appropriation of it; conse- 
quentiy, the Treasurer’ appro- 
priating it to the uses of the State 
with or without the authority of the 
Legislature was an abuse of the trust; 
that the direction of the Legislature 
that he should borrow $200,000 of this 
fund, was utterly void; and that, as 
between him and the bondholders, 
he Was as responsible for the sum as 
if it was stillinhis hands. But even 
the Levislature, which in the first 
instance induced him to lend the 
i.oney for the general purposes of 
the State, recognized the money as 
the property of the bondholders, as it 
directed the Treasurer to make the 
amount good out of money that might 
come into the Treasury from other 
SULrCes, 


Afterwards, by another law, the 
Levisiature declared that he was not 
to make it good out of monies which 
might come into the Treasury under 
act then named. They 
did hot repeal the resolution directing 
him to lend the money to the State 
and that is, now, as much in 


Wiiliam R. Davie, Wm. Polk, John
